DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . The amendment filed on March 21 , 2005 canceling all claims drawn to the 
elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non- 
responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected 
invention because: 

The newly added claims 30-31 are directed to second embodiment (Figs. 1 and 
7-8, page 20-22 of the specification). It is noted that applicants elected the first 
embodiment (Figs. 5-6, page 18-20 of the specification) in the election of species dated 
08/05/04. 

The general policy of the Office is not to permit the applicant to shift to claiming 
another invention after an election is once made and action given on the elected subject 
matter. See MPEP 819.
